MORE ABOUT CITY PRINTING 

J. F. Whiting, Editor, 

Sierra Madre News. 

Dear Sir; 

As you have seen fit to publish a 
number of misleading statements in 
regard to the city printing and as 
your columns appear to be open to 
others upon this subject, I pre.sume, 
as a matter of fair play, you will give 
publicity to this statement. 

Since the beginning of the last fis¬ 
cal year, to wit; July 1, 1919, you 
have been paid $316.25. This is all 
of the city printing that has been 
done during that period, i. e., in the 
departments in which I have any con¬ 
trol, excepting one small bill and the 
monthly water bills, amounting dur¬ 
ing that time to $23.72, which have 
been printed in Los Angeles at a con¬ 
siderably reduced cost. The partic¬ 
ular reason, however, for this change 
was that the material and workman¬ 
ship of the water bills turned out of 
your shop were so inferior that their 
use delayed the work of my 
office and when I made a justifiable 
complaint you lost your temper and 
insolently told me to “go to thunder 
with the water bills.” Being unac- 
((uainted with the printing facilities 
in the region referred to, I took them 
to Los Angeles. 

I have no illegal pledges to make 
with regani to printing or anything 
el.se, to secure your support or that 
of anyone. The only pledge I care to 
make is that, if elected, I will endea¬ 
vor, in the future as in the pa.st, to 
run the city clerk’s office in as bus- 
inesp-like a way as possible, and in 
the interest of the taxpayers.

“purely personal” matter mentioned i 
last week and allows us to state the i 
REAL, facts concerning the city 
printing controversy. ; 

The $316.25 was not paid for “city | 
printing” but for “publishing” city i 
ordinances and other legal notices,; 
which must be published in the News 
as long as it is the only paper here. I 

The matter of printing the water 
bills in Los Angeles instead of Sierra 
Miidre, was not cau.sed by a com¬ 
plaint regarding “materia] and work¬ 
manship”. This complaint referred 
to a few sheets of poor paper that was 
acciflentally include<i in the water bills 
one month and about which there was 
no "fuss” as we acknowledged the 
fault and offered to make good by 
printing extra copies. 

The reason was that in discussing 
the correction of a proof on a change 
of copy for the water bill the city 
clerk’s language, tone and demeanor 
was so grouchy and domineering that 
we considered it insulting and we did 
tell the gentleman to go to thunder. 
We have since been told that wc 
should have paid no attention to it 
as it was “only his way.”—Bad way, 
we say. 

If the water bills was the only city 
printing .sent to Los Angeles then we 
were misinformed as the city engineer 
told us, in answer to the question why 
he had a certain blank printwi in Los 
Angeles, that the city clerk attended 
to it. 

When we took charge of the News, 
the former management w.as receiv¬ 
ing $3.60 for printing the water bills, 
but shortly afterwards the city clerk 
came in the office !ind told us that he 
had secured bids from Los Angeles 
concerns who offered to do the work 
for less and that if we did not reduce 
the price he would send it there. Just 
at this time the News was in the 
midst of a “tra<Ie at home” campaign 
and .so the price was reduced to $3.00. 


When the city clerk intimates that 
his opponent for the office has entci'- 
ed into any “illegal” or any other kind 
of an arrangement with the News, lu'' 
does Mr. Dietz an injustice as he h.'is 
not eonsultod, advised or even spoken 
to us regarding the matter, or any, 
other matter. VYc met .Mr. Dietz the 
night of a water rate protest meet-' 
ing last summer for the first and only 
time and would not know him if we 
met hijn on the street today. How¬

To the .Members of the Board of 
Trade, .Sierra .Madre, California: | 

Some weeks ago the undersigned 
were appointed a committee to in- 
ouire into the .status of the .lapanese 
ill the city, especiidly as to their hold¬ 
ings of laml. -At the outstart of oui 
work we iviiclied the conclusion that 
there was little to he done locall\' 
with reference to the .lapanc.s situa¬ 
tion. which menaces tlie entire I’ac-

1773, 
has within rec.'nt years lieen tlie sub¬ 
ject of attack tiy iconoclasts. Not con¬ 
tent with branding a.s a myth the story 
of <Ji*orge Washington and the cherry 
tree, and casting relleetions on I’nul 
Revere, the famous e<|nestrian hero, 
tlie Idol-sinaahers liave souglit to prove 
tliat the tea party was. In fact, a beer 
Iiarty. It was not the spirit of patriot- 
Isin, but the spirits linbilied In Joliil 
lUiggan’s tavern whleli unlinatiHi the 
Inimorlal (i2. dlsgulseil us Indians, ac¬ 
cording to the assertion made by a 
nieniher of the I’nited Slates congresa 
a few years ago. This assertion iiat- 
nnilly aroused much Indignation, and 
a great nia.as of evidence in reliuttal 
has lieen offered.

One 
of tlielr rt*asons was a lack of food, 
hut tlie principal objection apparently 
was a suiierstitioiis fear of the sidrits 
of warriors buried In the cave after 
a great battle teld atioiit in their tra¬ 
ditions.
